Water is lost from batteries by 
evaporation, especially 
when the cells are hotter than the 
outside alr and also by decotnposi- 
tion into ita, constituent gases, 
when current continues to be pass- 
ed fully charged: These losses are 
normal, do not involve. the escape 
of acid and are cOmpensated for by 
the periodical addition of distilled 
water to the cells, They are re- 
latively small in cold weather, be- 
enuse of the low temperatures pre- 
vailing, the low capacity of cold alr 
for water vapour and:the alight 
likelihood of _ batteries 
‘overcharged, because of .the 
henvy draft made upon 
them by long light hours 
and the infrequency of long periods 
of charging. - The batteries _ of 
many lightly used cars go for many 
weeks at a time in.the winter with- 
out requiring water, but ‘the story 
is very different in warm weather, 
for both evaporation and the pro- 
bability of. protracted overcharging 
are then greatly increased. Keep- 
ing the cells filled with liquid, 80 
that its level Is always somewhat 
ubove the tops of the plates, is the 
fundamental requirement in battery 
maintenance and-considerable vigil- 
ance is needed to, fulfil it in hot 
weuther, especially if a car is used 
a great deal., The battery of a car 
that is used freely shBuld be inspec- 
ted every few days as to its water 
supply, during summer. weather, 
and distilled water added if neces- 
sary, While a car that is in service 
all day, as in making a long trip or 
in touring, should. have its battery 
water checked up each night. If the 
cull for water to‘keep cells filled be- 
comes very excessive, us the result 
of very long and frequent daylight 
runs, it can be reduced by burning 
the headlights all day.or ‘by stop- 
ping at an eleclrical service station 
and having. the gharging eurrent 
supplied by the generator reduced,
